THE closure of the Gaza Strip, 
imposed on Sunday following the 
riots at the Erez checkpoint, was 
to be lifted at 3 a.m. this morning. 
Palestinian laborers holding valid 
working permits will be allowed to 
cross into Israel to work. 

The decision was reached at a 
meeting last night at the Defense 
Ministry in Tel Aviv. OC South¬ 
ern Co mman d Maj.-Gen. Matan 
Vfinay and the commander of the 
Gaza Strip, Brig.-Gen. Doron Al- 
mog. both recommended that the 
closure be lifted and Palestinian 
residents be allowed to seek work 
in Israel- Otherwise, the two 
warned, more riots motivated by 
economic distress could erupt. 

Since the closure was imposed, 
IDF and PLO representative met 
several times in Gaza to try to 
improve procedures at the four 
Palestinian checkpoints channel¬ 
ing Palestinians to the Erez check¬ 


point prior to entering Israel. 

In those talks, the sides derided 
that the Palestinians will increase 
tbe number of policemen de¬ 
ployed at the checkpoints, and 
that up to 500 laborers at a time 
will be aUowed to proceed to tbe 
Erez checkpoint. Those seeking 
employment who do not have per¬ 
mits will be detained until 8 a.m., 
when the pressure on the crossing 
decreases, and will then be al¬ 
lowed to approach officials at Erez 
to ask for a pennit. 

Israel will also try to speed up 
the opening of a new checkpoint, 
able, to process 20,000 laborers. 

Meanwhile, Brig.-Gen. Dubi 
Gazit was yesterday appointed 
bead of the coordination and co¬ 
operation office in the Gaza Strip. 
He is replacing Brig.-Gen. Yom- 
Tov Sarnia, who will be appointed 
to a senior position in the Field 
Forces Command. 


US Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher yesterday urged 
PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
to cooperate with the interna¬ 
tional community's insistence 
on more accountability as a 
precondition for needed eco¬ 
nomic aid to the autonomous 
areas. 

Christopher, who held over 
an hour of talks with Arafat at 
the latter's makeshift head¬ 
quarters in Gaza, spent virtu¬ 
ally the entire session focusing 
on the issue of economic assis¬ 
tance to Palestinians in the au¬ 
tonomous areas. 

“The donors require documen¬ 
tation.” Christopher said, adding. 
“We are very anxious to help [the 
Palestinians] understand the need 
for documentation.” 

“We discussed the details of 
economic help. And Mr. Christo¬ 
pher promised to support us to the 
donors and the World Bank,” the 
PLO leader told reporters at a 
joint news conference yesterday. 
Arafat also praised President Bill 
Clinton as a “friend in the White 
House.” 

The issue of international eco¬ 
nomic assistance to the Palestinian 
Authority gained new importance 
this week following the riots Sun¬ 
day at the Erez checkpoint, said to 
have been motivated by unem¬ 
ployment and other economic 
problems in Gaza- In two different 
sessions with Christopher this 
week, Israeli officials said Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin endorsed 
calls for aid from the international 
community to the Palestinians, in 
a bid to defuse economic tensions 
in Gaza.

Four more bodies found in Buenos Aires wreckage 


BUENOS AIRES (AP) — Rescuers pulled four 
more bodies from the rains of a Jewish community 
center yesterday, boosting the death toll to at least 39 
in the terrorist bomb attack. 

. At least 157 people were wounded in the blast that 
flattened the headquarters of two Jewish community 
organizations on Monday. Jewish groups said 76 
people were unaccounted for as of Wednesday night. 

Dr. Alberto Crescenti. head of the Emergency Med¬ 
ical System, said the bodies of a young man and woman 
and two middle-aged men were found early yesterday 
and taken to a morgue for identification. Fourteen 
other sets of remains have not yet been identified. 

A team of Israeli rescue experts, straining to detect 
signs of life, has spent two days combing through the 
debris with sophisticated listening devices, search 
dogs, special drills and other tools. About 40 Israelis, 
including some Mossad intelligence agents, were 
working in Buenos Aires. 

“In all rains there are air holes, so there could be 
people alive," said OC Home Front Command Maj.- 
Gen. Ze’ev Livne. ' 

Col. Meir Zamir, the Israeli Embassy’s military 


attache, said the rescue team would continue work¬ 
ing arotmd the clock for three or four more days. 

Zamir said he believed explosives were placed 
outside the building. 

Police Inspector-General Assaf Hefetz yesterday 
decided to send another forensics team to Buenos 
Aires, at Foreign Minister Shimon Peres's request. A 
team specializing in explosives was sent immediately 
after the incident. The second team includes four 
officers who are experts in body identification. 

US experts are also helping Argentine police ex¬ 
amine evidence at the site, the US Embassy said. 

President Carlos Menem, in a televised speech 
Wednesday night, said Argentina would '’double its 
efforts" to find the attackers. Noting no one was 
arrested in the Israeli embassy bombing, Menem 
said: “Beasts are difficult to find here and all over the 
world.” Menem called on the whole world to help 
catch the bombers and asked Jews' forgiveness for 
allowing it to happen. 

“I want to ask forgiveness," Menem said in a 
nationwide television address late Wednesday. 

“In my sorrow, I too am a victim," he said.

Shahai set to deal with gas station strike 

Energy Minister Moshe Shahai said last night that if gas station 
owners strike over the weekend, he will issue hack-lo-work orders 
to keep them open. 

The station owners threatened the strike because of legislation 
eliminating the minimum distance berween stations, which is due to 
come before the Knesset for its second and third readings next 
week. 

Station owners were to decide last night on whether or not to 
go ahead with the threatened strike.

Envoy to Dublin to present credentials today 

Israel's first ambassador to Ireland will present his credentials to 
President Mary Robinson this morning, the new embassy in Dublin 
announced yesterday. 

The embassy said the accreditation of Ambassador Zvi Gnbai 
will give Israel permanent representation in all 12 countries of the 
European Union. 

Israel is Ireland's second-largest Middle East market after 
Saudi Arabia. Its expons to this country amount to S70 million a 
year: it imports $30 m. worth of goods from Israel. 

Gabai has been with the Foreign Ministry since 1%5 and most 
recently headed its Middle East division. 


Race against time for Clalit recovery plan

Netanyahu tells Hussein he supports peace 

Likud leader Binyamin Netanyahu sent a letter this week to King 
Hussein, expressing support for a peace treaty between Jordan and 
Israel. 

Netanyahu said all Israeli governments have viewed Jordan as 
the strategic anchor of any peace settlement to the east. "It is 
impossible to envision a durable solution to the dispute over the 
territories that does not address the national interests of both 
Jordan and Israel." Netanyahu wrote. 

“I do not believe we should rush in and impose from above 
solutions like confederation, which would be inimical to those 
interests. Instead, we must patiently build from the ground up a 
new reality that would encourage peaceful coexistence between 
Arabs and Jews in the territories."

A S Foreign Minister Shimon Peres remind¬ 
ed PLO chief Yasser Arafat during one of 
their negotiating sessions, the population 
under the Palestinian AuthorityUn Gaza and Jeri¬ 
cho is larger than Israel's Jewish population was 
at Israel’s inception. True, the Palestinian area is 
much smaller, but it has advantages Israel did not 
have. The most obvious of these are that the 
Palestinians are not being attacked by six armies 
nor subject to an ongoing war of terrorism, and 
that the world community, as well as Israel, is 
willing to help them with money, expertise and 
services. 

But Arafat seems less interested in developing 
the areas under his control and improving their 
inhabitants’ life than in complaining to the United 
States and the United Nations about Israel Fol¬ 
lowing a riot begun by Gazans, in which his own 
police shot at Israeli soldiers and civilians, and 
despite the exemplary restraint of Israeli soldiers, 
he accused Israel of violating thp Cairo agree¬ 
ment When Israel invited King Hussein to pray 
at al-Aksa mosque, he protested that Israel was 
again violating the agreement He told Secretary 
of State Warren Christopher that since the mosque 
is in what he calls Arab Jerusalem, it is Palestinian 
domain, and only the PLO can extend such invita¬ 
tions. 

It was typical of Christopher’s admirable, prag¬ 
matic approach that in response be suggested that 
instead of worrying about invitations to Hussein, 
Arafat get on with the business of running the 
self-rule areas. It can only be hoped that Christo¬ 
pher also reminded Arafat that unless he can cuib 
the terrorists in his midst, he cannot expect West¬ 
ern governments and private companies to consid¬ 
er investing in these areas. 

Christopher should have taken particular notice 
of the flagrant appearance in the Gaza District of 
Izzadin Kassam (the Hamas military arm) mem¬ 
bers in an open press conference, where they took 
credit for lolling Lieutenant Guy Ovadia. Aston¬ 
ishingly, the government, too, seemed to ignore 
the event It is one thing to claim that no one can 
control all terrorists, and that the PLO will eventu¬ 
ally either curb the Hamas or persuade it to join 
the . process. But it is quite another to calmly 
tolerate the refusal of the Palestinian Police to 
disarm known Hamas gunmen. These policemen, 
moreover, abet and assist Hamas rioters, display a 
reluctance to apprehend terrorists who kill Israe¬ 
lis, tolerate almost daily attacks on Israeli vehi¬ 


cles, and participate in Hamas demonstrations. 

Soldiers who served with Ovadia said at his 
funeral that the section of the road in which he 
was killed was a death trap. “Since the autonomy 
came into being, we’ve been feeling like we are 
easy prey for the terrorists,’ ’ one told a journalist. 
Israelis would find it easier to understand the risks 
taken by these soldiers if the Palestinian Police 
acted as they should have. But all they did after 
Ovadia’s killing was announce that a few suspects 
had been arrested and that the house from which 
Ovadia was shot had been demolished. 

It is difficult to reconcile these announcements 
with the press conference held openly by the 
murderers’ associates. Nor is it easy to compre¬ 
hend why Israel was incensed with Jordan for 
allowing Hamas representatives to crow about 
killing Israelis but is perfectly sanguine about 
Palestinians doing the exact same thing. At least 
in Jordan they did not pose aimed and hooded for 
the cameras. 

Nor is the situation in the Pariah area - to 
which the soldiers referred - an isolated case. The 
Israeli press has been reluctant to report shooting 
incidents, ambushes and bombings which do not 
result in casualties. But in their intent these shoot¬ 
ings do not differ from the deadly attacks which 
do receive attention. In a single unexceptional 
week ending July 19, there were 13 separate 
shooting incidents against military and civilian 
targets, and one bomb explosion in the Beduin 
market in Beersheba. 

By now no one seriously expects Arafat to live 
up to his commitment and condemn these shoot¬ 
ings. Clearly, even if he wants the violence to stop 
- a doubtful proposition - he is not about to risk 
his standing by makin g an unequivocal statement 
against terrorism only to be ignored. But Israel’s 
silence on these flagrant violations is difficult to 
understand. Surely the government cannot expect 
to help the agreement by showing such indiffer¬ 
ence to violations. Nor can the Palestinians be 
blamed for assuming Israel is more interested in 
signing pacts than in having them kept 

Perhaps the only way to convince the Palestin¬ 
ians that terrorism-must stop is for the world to 
warn them that no economic aid will be forthcom¬ 
ing unless violence ceases. The choice should 
become one between shooting and prospering. 
The trouble is that the Palestinians seem certain, 
not without reason, that they can go on shooting 
with utter impunity.

Every military contract 
must be approved by the License Of¬ 
fice of the Ministry of Trade and 
Industry and also by the Ministries of 
Interior, Defense and Foreign Affairs. 
This system guarantees that the mili¬ 
tary technique cannot be exported to 
territories of potential misuse.”

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Hussein puts his interests first 


T HE pioneer of realism m 
the Arab perception of Isra¬ 
el was not President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt. It was King Hus¬ 
sein of Jordan, who was talking 
amicably with Israeli leaders when 
Egyptian and Israeli forces were 
still exchanging bombardments 
and casualties. 

As an ardent Arab nationalist. 
Hussein would probably have pre¬ 
ferred a Middle East without Isra¬ 
el, but he was quicker than any 
other Arab leader to understand 
that Israel had passed the thresh¬ 
old of destructibility. * 

As years went by, he must have 
become painfully aware that noth¬ 
ing protected Jordan's survival 
more effectively than Israel’s in¬ 
terest in preserving it. Israel made 
it known throughout the Middle 
East that an invasion of Jordan by 
Iraq or Syria would probably mcnr 
Israeli intervention. This was a 
rare case of a deterrent strategy 
that really worked. 

Now Hussein's realism seems 
about to pay off. A new Middle 
East is in the making. 

Tbe decision of King Hussein, 
President Clinton and Prime Min¬ 
ister Rabin to confer in Washing¬ 
ton is an immense boost for the 
Middle East peace process. Com¬ 
ing after the establishment of the 
Palestinian self-governing author¬ 
ity in Gaza and Jericho, ft has 
made Israelis more sanguine 
about ultimate diplomatic success. 

But this does not mean that the 
negotiations will come to a brisk 
conclusion. Even the Egyptian-Is¬ 
raeli treaty required 17 months of 
negotiation after President Sadat’s 
visit to Jerusalem in 1977. 

Nor will the Jordanian dialogue 
be free of surrounding contention. 
Hussein will feel pressure from 
many Jordanians with strong Pal¬ 
estinian affiliations who wish he 
would take more militant posi¬ 
tions in support of Palestinian 
independence. 

Hussein’s biography is studded 
with disasters that seem to indi-

cate a habit for personal miscalcu¬ 
lation. This is only partly true. 
Jordan's gravest tragedies have 
flowed from intimidation by other 
Arab states. 

In 1967, Nasser’s Egypt tricked 
Hussein into entering the Six Day 
War, in which he suffered a deba¬ 
cle. Nasser claimed to have al¬ 
ready brought Israel to its knees. 


Jordan does not regard itself as 
the leader of the Arab world, but 
it may have more to contribute to 
a system of regional cooperation 
than any other state. 

The proximity of rival ports at 
Eilat and Akaba. the need for 
sharing the Dead Sea and the Jor¬ 
dan-Yarmuk water systems, the 
massive potential for tourism once

In the Gulf war. President Sad¬ 
dam Hussein lured King Hussein 
into the appearance of being on 
his side. Hussein’s position was 
untenable. Accused in the West of 
cynical calculation, he alienated 
his natural allies in America, Eu¬ 
rope and Saudi Arabia. 

Until recently, it seemed proba¬ 
ble that Syria would force its own 
rejectionist policies on Jordan. 
But for Hussein to have lagged 
behind other Arab participants in 
the peace process would have 
been reckless. 

Jordan never gained any advan¬ 
tage by sacrificing its own national 
interests for tbe mystique of Arab 
unity. How could a disgruntled 
Syria now do serious harm to a 
Kingdom of Jordan protected by 
American support, European 
sympathy, and a PLO-Israeli 
agreement without which the Jor- 
daman-Israel accord would not 
have been signed? 

KING HUSSEIN’S slogan today 
is “Jordanian interests,” which 
are not inferior to other interests. 
This is the hour for a show of 
Jordanian self-confidence, and 
Hussein has, so far, exploited it 
impressively. 


the barriers fall, the rapidity of 
land communication; the ties of 
the Jordan population with the 
self-governing Palestinian areas - 
all point to a particular intimacy of 
relations between Israelis, Jorda¬ 
nians and Palestinians. 

As King Hussein looks out 
across the Jordan, either from the 
eastern bank or from Akaba, be 
may well be impressed by the 
spectacle of an Israeli society in 
dynamic thrust. His own kingdom 
too has prospered. Israelis who 
have crossed over to Jordan speak 
respectfully of well-tended land¬ 
scapes, a developed university and 
hospital network, and a tradition 
of civility in the working of 
institutions. 

The causes that brought tbe 
lengthy Israel-Jordanian talks to 
deadlock since 1967 are not ob¬ 
scure. Israeli governments, haunt¬ 
ed by Arab threats, felt it neces¬ 
sary to claim boundary changes 
beyond anything that Jordan 
could accept. 

But King Hussein’s difficulties 
were not only territorial. His cen¬ 
tral concern was whether, as the 
head of a small country, he could 
audaciously take responsibility for 
leading the vast Arab world to 


peace with Israel. Was it not the 
duty of Cairo. Damascus. Bagh¬ 
dad and the holy cities o! Islam to 
carrv that burden? 

This situation no Ioniser pre¬ 
vails. All Israel’s neighbors arc 
now negotiating in detail with Is¬ 
rael beyond tin; vague formalities 
of the largely ceremonial Madrid 
conference. In addition. King 
Hussein has skillfully passed the 
Palestinian issue to Palestinian 
leaders. He musr feel satisfied 
with that decision, since it relieved 
him of potential responsibility for 
the chaos in Gaza that has tor¬ 
mented Yasser Arafat, especially 
Sunday's rioting, which led Israel 
to seal off Gaza. 

Unlike its predecessors, the cur¬ 
rent Israeli government is not kill¬ 
ing the idea of peace by trying to 
rule permanently over ne;irly two 
million Palestinians without offer¬ 
ing them equal citizenship or the 
chance to establish a separate 
jurisdiction. 

Israel is also making cordial 
contacts with Arab states in North 
Africa and the Gulf area. Jordan 
would not today be a lonely ad¬ 
venturer in establishing relations 
with Israel. 

When the time comes for the 
determination of permanent 
boundaries, which ought to be 
much less than three years away, 
the three peoples. Israelis. Jorda¬ 
nians and Palestinians, will proba¬ 
bly move toward a community re¬ 
lationship. combining 

independence for each of them 
with dose economic cooperation 
between the three. The European , 
Union is a relevant example. 

The ultimate guarantee for 
peace in this region lies in the 
creation of common regional in¬ 
terests with such entanglement of 
reciprocal advantage, and such • 
mutual human accessibility as to -

Sum of an Israel-Jordan summit 


I SRAEL and Jordan have con¬ 
cluded 38 agreements over the 
decades. Most of them are un¬ 
signed. They range from pacts de¬ 
tailing cooperation in the cam¬ 
paign against locusts to 
arrangements for crossing the Jor¬ 
dan River bridges. 

One agreement, mediated by 
UNESCO, establishes that text¬ 
books bearing the Royal Hashem¬ 
ite emblem for use in Arab schools 
in Judea and Samaria shall be 
printed in Israel, with anti-Jewish 
and anti-Israeli references 
deleted. 

Another agreement deals with 
the oxygenation pools in the Gulf 
of Akaba; in a third, the two coun¬ 
tries agree to join together in the 
fight against rabies. Yet another 
agreement covers Jordanian su¬ 
pervision of tbe Supreme Moslem 
Council in Jerusalem. Division of 
the waters of the Jordan and Yar¬ 
muk rivers, including a joint in¬ 
spection mechanism, is the subject 
of a further agreement 
As yet, there is no mutual de¬ 
fense pact between tbe two coun¬ 
tries. But King Hussein is pro¬ 
ceeding od the assumption that 
Israel would rush to assist him in 
the event of a threat to his king¬ 
dom. Statements by Israeli pre¬ 
miers and defense ministers have 
assured him of it. 

Given all this, one cannot get 
too excited over the agreements 
achieved this week in two days of 
discussions in the Arava. Nor 
should we exaggerate the impor¬ 
tance of declarations about the 
end of belligerency between the 
two countries. Belligerency actu¬ 
ally ended back in September 
1970, when Israel defended Jor¬ 
dan against an invasion of Syrian 
tanks. 

What we are now talking about 
is formalizing an existing, de¬ 
cades-old strategic consensus. 

One cannot be certain Hussein 
will agree to a public declaration 
of non-belligerency, which the 
Syrians could regard as a violation 
of his promise teat Jordan won't 
sign a separate peace with Israel. 

Unlike Israeli legal experts, 
Arab jurists think there is no sub¬ 
stantive difference between non¬ 
belligerency and peace. For this 
reason, the late Anwar Sadat in 
1975 rejected the proposal for 
non-belligerency as the basis for 
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an interim agreement. He pre¬ 
ferred to wait a few years to re¬ 
acquire all* Sinai in exchange for a 
peace treaty. 

Jordanian willingness to reach a 
full peace agreement with Israel 
depends on American determina¬ 
tion. In 1950, when Britain was 
tbe godmother of the Jordanian 
kingdom, it advised King Abdul-

How much coordination is there, 
and bow much freedom of maneu¬ 
ver does Assad permit Hussein?

I ah to avoid a showdown with the 
Arab opposition and not ratify the 
five-year non-aggression treaty 
initialed between Israel and Jor¬ 
danian envoys. 

However, I am sure that isn’t 
the advice President Clinton is 
conveying this week to King Hus¬ 
sein. After three ceremonies on 
the White House lawn connected 
with the Israeli-Arab conflict (the 
Camp David Accords, the peace 
treaty with Egypt and the Israeli- 
PLO Declaration- of Principles) 
tbe administration has to produce 
a more substantive declaration 
than one that expresses vague gen¬ 
eralizations about peace and re¬ 
gional cooperation. 

It will certainly look for some¬ 
thing concrete to put in the Hus- 
sein-Rabin communique. Hus¬ 
sein, for his part, will need to walk 
a tightrope between his promise to 
the Syrians and the US’s demand 
for a dramatic step justifying tbe 
supply of American weapons to 
Jordan. 

THIS IS where Israel’s dilemma 
begins. Should we make do with 
less and not demand unequivocal 
public declarations by Hussein 
which could make things difficult 
for him in the Arab world? Or 
should we seize tee day and go for 
the maximum we can get? 

Prime Minister Rabin once 
asked Hussein what the point of 
his wooing Syria’s Assad was. Not 
every flirtation ends in marriage, 
replied tee king. 

But what are the current rela- 


Gaza Strip, and are waiting for an 
Israeli gesture as a prelude to 
peace. 

But preli m i n ary gestures would 
weaken Israel’s bargaining power 
in concluding a peace treaty. 

Israel has thus far been careful 
to ensure teat, as long as Jordan 
does not sign a peace agreement, 
Amman is not eligible for offen¬ 
sive American arms. It already has 
Hawk missiles - stationary, not 
mobile - ^ and has been denied 
Stinger missiles. 

Before the Six Day War, Israel 
and Jordan came to an agreement 
on partial demilitarization in west¬ 
ern Jordan. But Jordan broke the 
commitment, moving tanks it had 
received from the US to the West 
Bank. Since theo, Washington has 
agreed in principle on Israeli ac¬ 
quiescence in any arms deal it 
makes with Jordan. 

Will next week’s White House 
summit change this? 

POSTSCRIPTS 

READER H. TOREN of Jerusa¬ 
lem had a letter published in The 
Palestine Post on June 22, 1944 
Fifty years later, be dug it up and 
sent us a photocopy: 

“The first three horses to finish 
tee Derby were, as everyone 
taiows.

These are problems whose ram¬ 
ifications have not yet been put to 
the test. A joint declaration with 
Jordan may serve as the impetus 
for a similar one with Syria, which 
is still demanding the demilitariza¬ 
tion of eastern Galilee. 

Jordan wants its debts canceled; 
Syria wants to get taken off the list 
of countries which sponsor terror¬ 
ism. Both are striving to acquire 
new American weapons - and any 
new US aid to the Middle East 
could mean less annual assistance 
to Israel and Egypt. 

And yet, once all is said and 
done, the Jordanian move is im¬ 
portant. The White House cere¬ 
mony marks a milestone in Israel- 
Arab relations. Nevertheless, 
even in a moment of joy. one 
should maintain a sense of 
proportion. 

Yesterday's trip to Egypt by 
Foreign Minister Peres contains a 
reminder that not even peace trea-. 
ties end struggles between coun¬ 
tries. Peres may lodge a friendly, 
complaint against an anti-Israeli 
diplomatic campaign Egypt is con¬ 
ducting. Egyptian diplomats have 
recently approached Latin Ameri¬ 
can governments, offering Saudi 
investment in their countries in 
return for the closure of th«jjr em¬ 
bassies in Jerusalem. 

Agreements on peace arc not a 
fraternization festival, just an un¬ 
derstanding-that force will not be 
used in the future. When the cere¬ 
monies are over, problems re¬ 
main. In the case of Jordan, the 
refugee problem will still burden 
relations between the two 
countries.

I IBM boosts 
profits 
by$ 689 m. 


US seeks stronger dollar 
against the yen and mark 


NEW YORK (Reuter) - Interna¬ 
tional Business Machines Corp.. 
more than halfway toward its goal 
of cutting S7 billion in costs by 
199b, yesterday reported sharply 
higher profits for the second quar¬ 
ter and sent its stock soaring. 

The computer giant said it 
earned $689 million, equal to 
$1.14 a share - far above Wall 
Street forecasts. The results com¬ 
pared with a massive loss of $8b., 
or $14.10 a share, after restructur¬ 
ing charges in the year-ago period. 

“I'm pleased with our contin¬ 
ued progress.*' IBM Chairman 
and Chief Executive Louis 
Gerctner said in a statement ac¬ 
companying the results. “Ex¬ 
penses declined sharply and our 
gross margin remained stable for 
the seventh consecutive quarter. 
We are still far from where we 
need to be. but we are showing 
steady improvement.’* 

Wall Street showed its approv¬ 
al. boosting IBM's stock S5.25 to 
$61,125 at midday on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

IBM said it plans to increase its 
cost-cutting by $lb. to $8b. by 
1996 due to significant re-engi¬ 
neering projects currently under 
way. 

Last July. IBM said it planned 


to reduce expenses by $7b. by 
1996, compared with its 1992 
expenses. 

As of June 30,1994, IBM said it 
had reduced its expenses by $4.8b. 
toward its goal. 

IBM's chief financial officer 
told analysts in a meeting that 
IBM is on track to cut operating 
expenses by $3.5b. this year vs. a 
previous forecast of $3b. 

“We expected to reduce our ex¬ 
penses by $3b. Now our outlook is 
a good $3.5b.,” said Chief Finan¬ 
cial Officer Jerome York. 

York also said IBM reduced its 
overall headcount by 3.000 in the 
second quarter, part of its ongoing 
restructuring plan announced last 
July. 

In the first quarter, IBM re¬ 
duced personnel by 3,000, part of 
its plan to cut its headcount by 
more than 35,000 in 1994. York 
said the company now has about 
20,000 to go to reach its goal of 
215,000. including the 10,000 
staffers who left the company 
through the sale of its Federal Sys¬ 
tems business to Loral Corp. 

“I would not get to worried 
about this issue." York said, refer¬ 
ring to analyst's comments recent¬ 
ly that the company is behind in its 
headcount reduction plan. 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) - The Clinton administra¬ 
tion wants the dollar to strengthen against both the 
Japanese yen and German mark and warned yester¬ 
day that a renewed drop in the dollar’s value could 
threaten global recovery. 

The Treasury Department made, that dear in its 
semi-annual report to Congress on foreign exchange 
and in prepared Congressional testimony by Under¬ 
secretary Lawrence Sommers. 

“The administration believes that a streng th e nin g 
of the dollar against the yen and the mark would have 
important economic benefits for the United States,” 
Summers said in testimony to the Senate banking 
committee. 

He said continuing declines in the dollar's value 
would adversely affect its role in the wodd monetary 
system. The dollar has recently fallen to a post-WorU 
War n low against fee yen and has dropped sharply 

againfl the iriflrlf. 

Summers denied the US was manipniaring the 
dollar's exchange rate with the yen. saying Japan 
needed to open its markets and stimulate domestic 
demand to correct its current account imbalance. 

However, in a separate speech to an economic 
conference here. Summers said officials from the 


Group of Seven industrial nations agreed currency 
rates should not be left entirely to market forces. 

And the currency report revealed that the US 
spent more than $3.5 billion in three rounds of inter¬ 
vention in currency markets between April and June 
this year to try to prop up the dollar's value. 

The currency report also singled out China for 
allegedly manipulating exchange rates to gain an 
unfair advantage in international trade. It urged the 
Qnnese government to end restrictions on access of 
foreign companies to its currency markets. 

It also said China “probably significantly underes¬ 
timates exports.” China is growing rapidly. Summers 
said, adding, “At the moment, China's economy 
continues to show clear signs of overheating." 

The report said neither Korea nor Taiwan were 
manipulating their currencies as China does. 

However, it said Washington was concerned about 
financial and foreign exchange policies in both Korea 
and Taiwan, particularly capital controls, that dis¬ 
courage investment and said it intends to continue 
negotiating for changes. 

While the US was “flourishing" and Canada and 
Britain show “satisfactory growth," it said the rest of 
Europe and Japan were “comparatively weak.”

AT&T said that sales of cellular 
and cordless telephones were the 
leading contributors to growth in con¬ 
sumer products revenues. 

AT&T said revenues from its fi¬ 
nancial sendees unit, which includes 
the AT&T Universal Card, were up 
$135m. to $723m. It said that Univer¬ 
sal Card now has more th an 13 mil¬ 
lion credit card member accounts. 

The division also includes AT&T 
Capital Corp., one of the nation’s 
largest equipment-leasing and financ¬ 
ing operations. 


Man commodity 
house goes public 


LONDON (Renter) - ED. and F. 
Man, one of London’s oldest com¬ 
modity houses winch has bro ught 
sugar to the world’s dinner tables for 
more than two centuries, plans to go 
public. 

The f450-mill ion ($700m.) flota¬ 
tion, set for September, also breaks 
with tradition tha t co mm odity trade 
houses are tightly held in private, 
sometimes family, h*ntk- 

“This is all about new opportuni¬ 
ties,” said Stanley Fink, fnranre* di¬ 
rector of what will be called after the 
flotation ED. and F. Man Group Flc. 

Going public - the flotation will 
yield about £80m. ($123m.) - will 
help the company ^get involved in 
projects it could never afford if. it 
stayed private. 

“This gives ns a range of options, 
we can pay (for acquisitions) with 
paper and have the ability to raise 
capital,” group managing director 
Harvey McGrath told Reuters. 

Man began life as a family busi¬ 
ness over 200years ago trading sugar 


from tiie West Indies, a link which 
also secured it the monopoly on sup¬ 
plying ram lo the British navy until 
the daily tot for sailors ended in 1970. 

The company, which operates in 
nearly 50 countries, is stfll best 
known for its trade in agricultural 
products from the tropics and sub¬ 
tropics such as sugar, cocoa, coffee, 
nuts and spices. 

But it was Man’s later involvement 
in financial services that helped it 
avoid the sometimes spectacular col¬ 
lapses that plagued the industry after 
the 1970s. 

“The edge the merchant used to 
have, because he knew what the price 
was, got eroded (as information be¬ 
came more widely available) and that 
hada lot to do with the demise of the 
trade,” McGrath said. 

He said the profits from its finan¬ 
cial services - rand management is its 
biggest single earner- had allowed it 
to invest in its traditional business of 
agricultural products, especially in 
processing and distribution. 


CHICAGO (Reuter) - For the second 
time in two years, Amoco Carp, an¬ 
nounced several thousand job cuts to 
save $600 million annually, saying it 
wants to change the way it thinks and 
works. 

The Chicago-based oil giant said 
yesterday it will slash 3,800jobs. The 
latest move follows 8^500 job cuts in 
1992 that also were aimed at saving 
$600 million. 

Amoco had 46,000 employees in 

1993. 

“We are not changing the busi¬ 
nesses we are in,” said H. Laurence 
Fuller, Amoco chairman and c hi ef 
executive officer. “But we are funda¬ 
mentally changing the way we think 
and the way we work so that we can 
become the best company in our busi¬ 
ness and a leading company in all 
industry.” 

Amoco, the nation’s fourth-laigest 
oil company, said it will take a charge 
of $256 mm inn a gain st its second- 
quarter earnings. Of the total, $146 
mil lion is for severance costs over the 
next 12 months. The remaining $110 
million will be for the cost of facility 
closings and asset dispositions. 

Amoco expects to issue its second- 
quarter results Monday. 

The heart of its plan focuses on 
elimination of tire three operating 
companies and formation of 17 busi¬ 
ness units that are fully responsible 
for their own actions. 

“We’re removing an entire layer 
of management between the business 
groups and our Strategic Planning 
Committee, the company’s senior 
management team,” Fuller said. 
“We’re increasing the authority and 
accountability of our people in the 
field to make decisions and ran their 
businesses.” 

He added that tire restructuring “is 
not designed to shrink Amoco, but to 
enable it to grow.” Amoco said the 
job cuts will save $600 million annu¬ 
ally by die end of 1995. 


Amoco said 2,000 of the jobs that 
are being cut are in support staff, in 
addition to 350 marketing jobs that 
were eliminated earlier this year. 

“In 1992, We announced the elimi¬ 
nation of 8,500 jobs and pre-tax cost 
reductions totaling S600 million,*' 
Fuller said. "While that effort was 
aimed primarily at reducing costs, the 
process announced today is designed 
to improve the structure of the com¬ 
pany and how we do business." 

Although Amoco has remained fi¬ 
nancially solid. Wall Street analysts 
said it has been hampered by a corpo¬ 
rate bureaucracy that slowed the im¬ 
plementation of business decisions. 

“The other co mpanies are all do¬ 
ing the same rhing This is something 
that has been long in the making. 
Amoco has really fallen b ehind the 
competition in terms of operating 
costs,” said Michael Mayer at Werth- 
eim Shroder & Co. 

Dean Witter analyst Eugene No¬ 
wak said, “This is going to eliminate 
layers of management. It will make 
them a lot quicker in terms of reacting 
to the marketplace.” 

Amoco said it would not rule out 
another round of job cuts or a farther 
restructuring in the future. 

“Although I don’t currently have 
in mind another wave such as we’re 
talking about here today, given the 
competitiveness of modem business, 
we're going to have to continually 
worry about cost structure,” Fuller 
told a news conference. 

“Restructuring and re-engineering 
are sort of an ongoing part our life ... 
I’ve learned not to make any prom¬ 
ises as far as ‘the last’ is concerned,” 
be said. 

Employees whose jobs are elimi¬ 
nated will leave the company through 
normal attrition, earfy retirements 
and severance, he said. Amoco’s 
stock fell $1.50 to $59,625 in consoli¬ 
dated trading on the New York Stock 
Exchange.

The market seemed unaffected by 
the statements from the Bank oflsrael 
that interest rates should rise by half a 
percent to a whole percent which 
seemed to revive the kind of tribal 
warfare we witnessed a month ago 
when the Bank of Israel raised inter¬ 
est rates following another high CPI 
rise. The central bank will publish its 
monetary objectives for August next 
week . Nevertheless, central bank 
sources are suggesting that the Trea¬ 
sury should take steps to stop toe 


resurgence of inflation. 

At present the Prime Rate stands 
at 133%, which is similar to (he rate 
of inflation, and as such present inter¬ 
est rates do not act as an anti-nflaiion- 
ary instrument In fact preliminary 
indications reveal that the monetary' 
aggregates are continuing to grow as 
though nothing was happening. 

The possibility of a rise in interest 
rates should depress toe market. 
There is only one fly in the ointment: 
next week is the expiry date of the 
July options on the Nlaof options 
market. This might make next week's 
trading interesting. 

Most of the trading took place in 
toe blue chips: Koor continued to be 
popular with a turnover of NIS5.ti 
million and its price rose by half a 
percent. One security which’seemed 
to recover was Israel Chemicals, 
which rose by 2.8% on a turnover ot 
NIS 53 million. Bezek declined by 
0.9% on a turnover of NIS 4.S mil¬ 
lion. Aryit rose by 4.5% in spite or 
maybe because Evergreen's an¬ 
nouncement that it was looking to 
liquidate its holdings in toe company. 

Agis rose by 6%, though one 
would have expected that the sluirc 
would decline now (hat it has been 
dropped from the Maof index, mean¬ 
ing that Maof mutual funds would 
normally sell the share. Uphshire 
dropped once it was announced that 
Matityabu Liphshitz was dropping 
out of toe fight for control of the 
company.

LONDON (Reuter) - UK shares end¬ 
ed higher as worries over US interest 
rate increases waned with steady per¬ 
formance of Wall Street, traders said: 
“Things are now looking better. -. 
That’s American influence,” said 
David Bint, strategist at Credit Lyon¬ 
nais Laing. “We were depressed yes¬ 
terday on worries on US rates- People 
realised things are not as bad as they 
were y esterd ay.” 

The FTSE 100 ended up 17.1 
points at 3,095.1, off toe session’s 
high of 3,097.5. ft quickly pared its 
losses and rose after Wall Street came 
in steady. Dow was up 1.til-points at 
3,728.56 by toe dose in London. 

FRANKFURT - German share 
prices picked up in post-bourse trad¬ 
ing yesterday, recovering from offi¬ 
cial session losses, after toe Bundes¬ 
bank announced it was leaving 
interest rates unchanged. 

Some market participants had ex¬ 
pected the central bank to lower its 
discount rate, but despite initial dis¬ 
appointment toe market took comfort 
in the view that the decision kept 
speculation on Tate cuts alive. 

The DAX index of 30 leading 
shares fell 2535 points to 2,113.30 in 
official trade, then rose to 2,126.75 in 
post-bourse electronic deals. 

The September DAX future closed 
2J5 points higher at 2,1353. 

Deutsche Bank shares came under 
pressure from talk of disappointing 
first-half results, dealers said. Deut¬ 
sche’s shares lost 1920 marks to fin¬ 
ish post-bourse trade at 721. 

PARIS - A late rally in French 
shares reversed the day’s weakness, 
with toe CAC40 romping ahead to 
close np 0.49%. Some traders were 
surprised by the advance, since toe 
market had earlier dipped twice, once 


after the Bank of France held its inter¬ 
vention rate at 5.10%, and again after 
the Bundesbank left its discount and 
Lombard rates unchanged. The CAC- 
40 index dosed up 10.06 at 2,053.78. 

TOKYO - Tokyo stocks closed 
lower yesterday as major investors 
took a wait-and-see attitude and a 
lack of news kept trade subdued, bro¬ 
kers said.

Rwandan refugees 


6 dying like flies’ 


GOMA, Zaire (Reuter) - Rwandan 
refugees stricken by cholera and ex¬ 
haustion were dying by the thousands 
yesterday as aid workers sought des¬ 
perately to stem the epidemic in 
filthy, overcrowded camps littered 
with dead. 

“People are still dying like flies,” 
said Isabel Pardigu, spokeswoman 
for the medical charity Mededns 
Sans Frontieres (MSF). 

The chaos is such that no official 
figures are collated but reporters and 
aid workers attempted to estimate the 
number of corpses lining camps and 
Goma’s streets, squares and 
plantations. 

“On the way here this morning we 
counted the dead on the road and 
there were 800,” Dutch MSF muse 
Jenneke Kiuyt said, speaking aiMun- 
igi camp which has been worst hit by 
cholera. 

Refugees were collap sing and dy¬ 
ing in their vomit and diarrhoea 
around the MSF tents where medics 
short of supplies rigged up as many 


intravenous drips as possible. 

Two mass graves dug by the 
French military near Gama airport 
are almost brimming over with 
roughly 300 bodies each and a third is 
fining up! 

MSF is warning that thousands 
could die of cholera over die next few 
days. The disease is highly conta¬ 
gious and kills within hours. 

In two other camps outside Goma, 
the United Nations finally managed 
to deliver food to refugees for the first 
time since one milli on Hntus began 
pouring out of northwest Rwanda 
more than a week ago. 

Reporters saw three World Food 
Program (WFP) trucks reach Mu- 
gtmga camp, 20 kflometers west of 
Goma, carrying 30 tons of maize and 
corn-soya flour - enough to feed 
about 60,000 people for a day. 

WFP spokeswoman Brenda Barton 
said the trucks were escorted by four 
armed Zairean soldiers and passed by 
thousands of troops of Rwanda’s de¬ 
feated Hutu army without incident 


A convoy had failed to get through 
on Wednesday because the soldiers 
were demanoutg a cut of the food. 

“We were amid of looting,” Bar¬ 
ton said. 

At least one WFP food-truck yes¬ 
terday had also reached Kaiale camp, 
60 km. north of Goma, she added. 

The main UN agencies - WFP and 
the UN High Commissioner for Refu : 
gees (UNHCR) - have been widely 
criticized for failing to get food and 
otter supplies jo the refugees earlier. 

Almost all food disirfouted over 
the past week has been the 310 tons 
provided by the International Com¬ 
mittee of the Red Cross. 

One million refugees need 500 tons 
of food a day. Aid agencies are barely 
providing 20 percent of that. 

Mngunga camp is rapidly filling 
with refugees driven westwards out 
of Goma by Zairean authorities. On 
Wednesday it had 10,000 people but 
a day later there were more than 
50,000. said David Tem of Interna¬ 
tional Organization for Migrations. 


UN suspends Sarajevo airlift again 


GENEVA (AP) - The UN airlift to 
Sarajevo was suspended yesterday 
for the second time in two days after 
three planes were hit by bullets, a UN 
official said. An American working 
for the United Nations was wounded. 


a British plane, and a small UN- 
owned plane were hit, said Ron Red¬ 
mond, a spokesman for the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees. 

Redmond said fee incidents oc¬ 
curred soon after the resumption of 
fee airlift, which was suspended for a 
half-day Wednesday when a US C- 
141 was hit by a bullet as it left fee 
airport 

“It’s bad enough feat this has hap¬ 
pened two days in a row,” Redmond 
said. “But now obviously someone 
down there is directly targeting these 
planes, and that is a major concern to 
us.” 

An unidentified American was hit 
ia the left thigh shortly 
after fee UN plane took off, and was 
taken was taken to Split, 


Croatia, for treatment. There was no 
word on his condition. 

Redmond said the American plane, 
which is based at Rhein-Main Air 
Base in Germany, was hit five times 
in two volleys as it approached the 
Bosnian capital with relief supplies. 

The plane landed and, without un¬ 
loading its cargo, turned around and 
took off for Rhein-Main, said Air 
Force SgL Dale Warman, a spokes¬ 
man at fee base. 

A small UN _ plane was hit and a 
British plane was shot four times, 
Redmond said. It was unclear wheth¬ 
er fee shots all were coming from the 
same location. 

Redmond said UN experts had so 
far been unable to determine where 
fee shot Wednesday was fired from. 

Redmond spoke in Geneva, where 
international mediators worked on 
tougher sanctions against Serbs a day- 
after they rejected a map to divide 
Bosnia -Herzegovina.

Blair to head UK Labor party 


LONDON (Reuter) - Tony Blair, the 
politician most feared by the Conser¬ 
vative government, was voted leader 
of Britain’s main opposition Labor 
party yesterday. 

Blair’s overwhelming victory, in a 
vote by Labor lawmakers, party 
members and trade unions, came just 
24 hours after Prime Minister John 
Major revamped his cabinet in an 
effort to take fee gloss off the 41- 
year-old barrister’s expected success. 

Blair’s victory effectively launches 
the campaign for the next election, 
due by mid-1997, when fee Conser¬ 
vatives will be bidding for their fifth 
successive victory. 

Right-winger Blair, 41, achieved 
57 percent of the vote, pishing left¬ 
winger John Prescott (24.1%) into 
second place and Margaret Beckett 
(18.9%) into third. 


Beckett bad been Labor’s acting 
leader since John Smith died of a 
heart attack in May. 

Prescott was elected deputy leader 
in a sqrarate vote, ghring Labor a left- 
rig^ axis at fee tep that party officials 
believe wfil'satisfy traditional Social¬ 
ists and attract converts from fee 
Conservatives and minority Liberal 
Democrats. 

Conservative ministers admit they 
are concerned that Blair’s good looks 
and common-sense views on what is 
wrong with British society will attract 
vital middle-class voters, angry at 
policy U-turns, tax rises and scandals 
involving government lawmakers. 

Blair said the Conservatives should 
move aside after 15 years in power. 
No cabinet reshuffle would be exten¬ 
sive enough to increase their low pop¬ 
ularity, he said. 


O J. Simpson offers $500,000 
reward to find ‘real killer’ 



LOS ANGELES (Reuter) - OJ. 
Simpson offered a $500,000 cash re¬ 
ward Wednesday for information 
hetome to dear him or Ieadme to the 
arrest of the “real killer or killers” of 
his ex-wife and her friend. 

At the same time, his defense team 
filed a Superior Court motion de¬ 
manding that fee prosecution imme¬ 
diately disclose any leads they have 
that point to his innocence. 

The former football great’s person¬ 
al lawyer, Leroy Taft, told reporters a 
toll-free number would be set up to¬ 
day to take information from the pub¬ 
lic. That number mil be (800) 322- 
3632. Simpson’s jersey numbers 
during his football career were 36 and 
32. 

Simpson has pleaded not guilty to 
the murders and is due to be arraigned 
today in Superior Court 

“First of all,” Taft mid reporters 
gathered in a mini-mall just blocks 
from the murder scene. “OJ. wants 
to confirm to the public that be is 
innocent of.all charges in this matter, 
and that he is most eager to get this 
trial to prove his innocence to a jury 
of his peers.” 

Secondly, the lawyer said, Simp¬ 
son was retaining a leading private 


investigator “to find evidence for the 
arrest of the real killer or killers in 
this case.” 

En a separate development, a 
source close to the case told Reuters 
Wednesday feat preliminary DNA 
tests of blood found on Simpson's 
while Ford Bronco indicated that fee 
blood was Simpson’s and not those of 
fee victims. 

Simpson’s lawyers have said he 
cut his hand while reaching in fee car 
to retrieve his cellular phone before 
leaving for Chicago. 

In fee 13-page motion filed by the 
defense team, Simpson’s lead de¬ 
fense attorney, Robert Shapiro, 
wrote, “I have learned of numerous 
investigative leads that suggest other 
unknown suspects were responsible 
for this crime, and there may have 
been deliberate efforts to falsely im¬ 
plicate fee defendant 11 

The motion claims that police and 
prosecutors have focused only on 
Simpson as fee murderer and that no 
effort has been made to follow up 
leads pointing to fee fact that some¬ 
one else may have committed the 
murders. 

Shapiro wants a judge to bear the 
motion before today’s arraignment.

Likud: Rabin misusing public funds 


THE Likud yesterday filed a 
police complaint charging that 
the Prime Minister’s Office has 
been using public funds for 
personal and partisan political 
purposes. 

In a report published yesterday 
by the Likud's staff for govern¬ 
ment supervision, Rabin and his 
bureau chief, ■ Shimon Sheves, 
are suspected of "spending pub¬ 
lic funds totaling NTS 12 million 
on turning the Prime Minister’s 
Office into a personal and parti¬ 
san election headquarters for Ra¬ 
bin in preparation for the 1996 


elections." 

The report also says the reno¬ 
vation of the office, which was 
nothing but “camouflage" for al¬ 
tering its functions, was accom¬ 
panied by an attempt to deceive 
the public by the apparent setting 
up of a team for national security 
— a body which in reality does not 
exist at ail and whose bead was 
tired a year ago. 

This team, set up under the 
heading “increasing efficiency,” 
was really a re-organization in¬ 
tended to kick out all those con¬ 
nected with the former prime

minister - the Likud’s Yitzhak 
Shamir - and led to an unprece¬ 
dented number of 26 political ap¬ 
pointments in the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s Office, the report said. 

"We discovered a black hole 
into which a sum of NIS 2.5m. 
from the Knesset's finance com¬ 
mittee disappeared, apparently 
for this non-existent team’s activ¬ 
ity. but actually for conducting 
surveys and polls for Rabin’s and 
Labor’s personal and partisan 
purposes," said Gil Samsonov, 


the Likud's staff for government 
supervision head. 

According to the report, tnc 
physical renovation of the office 
cost the taxpayer some 
NIS 4.7m.. additional informa¬ 
tion activities cost NIS 4.5m., 
the team for national security 
cost NIS 2.5m. and a budgetary 
addition to Rabin's burcan was 
NIS 1.5m. , . . 

Samsonov, who also submitted 
the report to the state comptrol¬ 
ler and requested an inquiry, 
said the next report would focus

Official Prime Minister’s Of¬ 
fice sources said the Likud s ar¬ 
guments arc absurd and devoid 
of anv factual or legal basis. The 
Prime Minister's Office has un¬ 
dergone a revolutionary change 
for the better, turning into an 
involved and initiating element 
in- all fields concerning the na¬ 
tional order of priorities. 

The sources said the team for 
national security was set up «n a 
different format than in the past, 
and its members have kept their 
regular positions, thus - incurring 
no extra wage costs.
